A STARTLING CHAPTER OF OCEAN 
DISASTERS REPORTED. 


A French Steamer Sinks a Norwegian Bark—Another 
Collision, ian Which the Italian Passengers 
Crowd the Life Boats, Resulting in the 
Drowning of Thirty-Five People, 


HAVRE, May 8.—The French steamer La 
Bretagne, Captain De Jousseli, from New York, 
Apri} 30th, arrived here at noon today. She 
reports that during the night she collided with 
and sunk a Norwegiau bark. The crew ofthe 
bark was saved. _ 

The steamer La Champagne, which sailed 
yesterday morning for New York, and which 
. afterwards returned, having been in collision, 
was run into by the steamer Ville de Rio. The 
latter steamer sank, but her crew and pa:sen- 
geis wero saved. ; 

The collision caused a panic among the Iial- 
ianson board the Champagne, who made a rush 
for the life boat and caused it to cipsize, Thir- 
ty-five of them were drowned, in addition to 
three sailors whohad tried to prevent the 
rush. The steamer Ville ds Bordeaux rescued 
fifteen Italians clinging tothe capsized life 
boat. 

The collision took place about noon in the 
fog. The shock was so violent that La Cham- 
pague was throw almost completely over her 
starboard beam. A wide hole, two yards long, 
was opened in the larboard sido near the poop, 
just above the water mark. The captain, find- 
ing it impossible to returu to Havre, ran the 
eteamer aground on a sandy beach in order to 
save the lives on board. —

NEW ORLEANS, May 8.—This morning a 
iumber of colored people, belonging to tho 
cobgregaiion of Mount Zion Baptist church 
assembled on the whar/ at tho head of Lizardi 
sireet, to be baptized by immazsion, according 
to the rites of their church. A large number 
of persons followed the baptiema! party to ths 
wharf, for the purpose of witnessing the cer- 
emeny. The crowd leaned on ths wharf 
relling, Which gave way under the gieat strain 
brought egainst it by the pressure of the 
crowd, aud about fifty persons were precipitated 
into the river.

The National Zeitung gives a bald general 
dispatch. The Krenz Zeitung says mixed feal- 
ings of disgust and pity are aroused by the 
present state of France. The conviction is 
grac ually growing that the effects of those 
who uudertock common sense to refrain from 
adding to popular passious, will not last 
lopger, or be able to stem the tide. The ex- 
change of verbal assurances of peace batween 
the German representatives and M.-Flourens, 
lrench minister of foreign affairs, does not 
wftect the belief in official circles that war can 
be lowg averted. Tho situation in Alsace: 
Lorraine ircreases the difficulty daily. 
be frontier posts on each side 
tare ceased to exchange — courtesies, 
iG actas if war might break out at any mo- 
ment. The police force in Alsace-Lorraine has 
a'so heen strengthened, anda special depart- 
went watches the French malcontents. Under 
(lis system arrests and expulsions are increas- 
ing. The French artisans hitherto employed 
in frontier town are leaving, the Frenc’ con- 
suls sending them to France. The French 
frontier populace indulge in a hunt after Ger- 
manS whenever they havea chance. An in- 
cident of this kind occurred at Belfort. A 
paity of German excursioniste, who made a 
trip from Frieburg to Belfort, were mobbed as 
soon as they were scen upon the public prom- 
enade, being stoned and hooted at by the 
crond., Adetailof gendarmes had to escort 
(bem to the station, where they were guarded 
until their train started. 

The North German Gazette and other offi- 
clal organs continue the discasaion of the An- 
stro-Russian agreement of 1877, revealed 
through the Gazetto. The official press of 
Vienna which, being unable to deny the 
accuracy of the statement that the 
egreement covered an Austrian occupa- 
Cenap§ Bosnia with a Russian occupation of 
ther Li “@Zople, maintains tilence. The Po» 
Count Andrusdyre..in_an article inspired by 
paity to the agreement, besides afterwards ar- 
ranging coalition to arrest the progress of the 
Russians in the Balkan peninsula. The dis- 
cussion greatly excites diplomatic circles. The 
publie asks what the controversy moans, and 
why Bismarck now causes the agreement to be 
divulged. The accepted diplomatic interpre- 
tatien is that Bismarck aims to conciliate the 
panslavists by showing that Germany did not 
iuterfere with Russia’s progress, nor did noth- 
ing tocheck her designs on Tarkey.

He Entertains at Dinnera Mixed Company 
of Statesmen. 

LoNDON, May 8.—Mr. Gladstone give a din- 
ner last evening to Earl Spencer, Baron Wol- 
verton, T. D. Sullivan, Justin Macarthy and 
several British members ofthe house of com- 
mons. The meeting of the Parnellites and 
Karl Spencer was a most cordial one, and was 
meade the subject of congratulations. Mr. 
Gladstone talked much of the Times’ charges 
end the prespects of home rule and coercion. 
He also commented on the sympathy shown 
in America with the Irish cause, 


A Hot Sirocco. 

VIENNA, May 8.—A hot sirocco blew the 
whole week throughout Huogary, parching 
vegetable and renderiog it inflammarle, At 
Torrazko three hundred houses were burned 
and four lives were lost. The conflagration 
lasted two days, At Ruskburg a church and 
thirty-seven houses were destroyed. Many 
houses were burned at Maregys. At Eperies 
all the churches and public buildings were de- 
stroyed. It is estimated that the losses will 
exceed $250,000. 


English Imports and Exports. 

LONDON, May 8.—Returns issued by the 
board of trade show that imports during the 
month of April increased 5,083,171 pounds as 
compared with tho of the corresponding 
month Jast year,and that exports decreawd 
6,142 pounds, compared with those of April,

NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The Knights of Labor and the Philadelphia 
Clothing Men. 


PSILADELPHIA, May 8.—After a lengthy 
conference between the Knights of La>or and 
the Clothing Manufacturers association to- 
day, ‘the mannfacturers committee issued a 
potice to the firms belonging to the association, 
stating that as the agreement entered into 
May. 1886, had expired by limitation, the lock 
out lately ordered was declared off, and the 
membeis were requested to withdraw the 
notice excluding Knights of Labor from their 
cutting rooms, and not to discriminate against 
members of the organizations. It was 
etated that no understanding with regard 
to the boycott placed on goods manufactured 
by the Clothing Manufacturers’ association had 
been reached, and the representatives of the 
locked out men said that until a new. agree- 
ment was made, the men would not return to 
woik. The men asked certain concessions in 
regerd to the discharge of the new employees, 
end the reinstatement of all the old ones, bat 
no e*atisfactory conclusion was reached, and 
anctbher conference will be held.

PiITTsruRG, May 8.—The Homestead G'ass 
works, at Homestead, Pa., caught fire shortly 
before midnight, and in less than an hour the 
factory, cutting and packing depari ments, of- 
fices and warehouses werein ruins.

FPREACHED YESTERDAY IN BROOK- 
LYN TABERNACLE, 


The Ar nual Pilgrimege of the .Congregation and Pas- 
tor cf the Tabernecie to Martha’s Vineyard ths 
_ First Week in July-Dr, Tatmage’s Dis- 
course Yesterday— His Subject, Etc. 

BROOKLYN, May 8.—([Special.J—At the tab- 
ernacle this morning, the Key. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, D. D., gave notice of the annual pilgrim- 
age of his congregation, which, this year, wi!l 
be to Martha’s Vineyard, Mass. It will begin 
July 1 acd end July 7. Dr. Talmage will 
preach at Martha’s Vineyard on July 3, and 
deliver an oration on the Fourth. Cungrega- 
ticnal singing at the tabernacle is lead bya 
corret and organ. A boy cho'r chants twice 
Curing theservice. Tae hymn sang by the 
congregation this morning begins: 

“Sun of my soul, thou Saviour dear, 
It is not night if Thou be near.” 

Dr. Talmage’s text was: “And His disciples 
went and told Jcsus.”—Matthew xiv., 12. He 
said: 

An outrageous assassination hasjust taken 
place. To appsasea revengefnl woman King 
Herod ordered'the death ofthat noble, self- 
sacrificing Christian, John the Baptist. The 
group of the disciples were thrown into grief 
end dismay. They felt themselves utterly de- 
fenseless. There was no authority to which 
they could appeal, and yet grief must always 
find expression. If there be no human ear to 
hear it then the agonized soul will cry it aloud 
tothe windsand the woods and the waters. 
But there was an ear that was willing to listen. 
There is a tender pathos, and at the same tims 
a most admirable picture, in the words of my 
text: “They went and told Jesus.’ He could 
understand all their grief, and He immediately 
scocthed it. Our bardensare not more than 
half scoheavy to carry if another is thrust 
uncer the other end of them, Here we 
find Christ, His brow shadowed 
with grief, standing amid the group of disci- 
ples, who, with tears, and violent gesticula- 
tions, and wringing of hands, and outcry of be- 
reavement, are expressing their woe. Raphael, 
with his skilifcl brush putting upon the wall 
of a palace some scene of sacred story, gave 
uot co skillful a stroke as when the plain hand 
of the evangelist writes: “They went and told 
Jesus.” 

The o'd Goths and Vandals once came down 
npon lialy from the north of Europe, and they 
opset the gardens, and they broke .dowa the 
aitars, and swept away everything that was 
good and beautiful. Sothere is eyer and anon 
in the history ofall the sors and daughtera of 
cur 1ace an incursion of roughhanded troubles 
that come to plunder and ransack and put to 
the torch all that men highly prize. Thera is 
xe cave £0 deeply cleft into the mountains as 
to allow us shelter, and the foot of fleetest 
courser cannot bear us beyond the quick pur- 
cuit, The arrows they put to the string fly 
with unerring dart, uctil we fall pierced and 
stunned. 

I feel that I bring to you a most appropriate 
message. I mean to bind up all your griefs in- 
{oa bundle, and set them on fira with a spark 
fyom God’s altar. The tame prescription that 
cured the sorrow of the disciples will cure all 
I have read that when God- 
rey and his army marched out to capiure Je-

In the first place, I commend the behavior 
of these disciples to all those in this andience 
who ure sinful and uUnpardoned. There comes 
a iime in almost every man’s history when he 
feels from some source that he has an erripg 
nature. The thought may not havesuach heft 
as to fell him. It may ba only like the flash 
of an evening cloud just afiera very hot sum- 
mer day. One man to get rid of that impress- 
ion will go to prayer; another will stimulate 
bimself with ardent spirits, and another man 
will dive deeper in secularities. Bat some- 
times a man cannot get rid of these impress- 
iors. The fact is, when a man finds out that 
his eternity is poised upon a perfect uncer- 
tainty, and that the next moment his foot 
msy slip, he must do something violent to 
meke himeelf forget where he stands, or else 


If there are any here who have resolved that 
they would rather die of this awful cancer of 
sin than to have the heavenly surgeon cut it 
cut, let me say, my dear brother, you mingle 
fur ycurself a bitter cup. You fly in the face 
of your everlasting interests. You crouch ua- 
der a yoke and ycu bite the dust, when, this 
moment, you might rise up a crowned conquer- 
or. Driven and perplexed and harraszed as 
you have been by sin, go and teli Jesus. Tore- 
lex the grip of death from your soul, and plant 
your unsbackled feet upon the golden throne, 
Christ let the tortures of the bloody mount 
transfix Him. With the beam of His own cross 
He will break down the door of your 
cungecn. From the thorns of his own crown 
he will pick enough gems tomake your brow 
blaze with eternal victory. Inevery tear on 
bis wet cheek, in every gash of his side, in 
every long blackening mark of laceration from 
shouléer to shoulder, in the grave-shattering, 
heayen-stcrming death groan, I hear him gay, 
“Him that cometh unto me, I will in no wise 
cast opt.” 

“Oh,” but you say, “instead of curing my 
wound you want to makeanother wound, 
namely, that of conviction!” Have you evar 
krown a surgeon to come and find a chronic 
disease, and then with sharp caustic burn it all 
cut? So the grace of God comes to the 
old sore of sin. It has long been 
rankling there, but by divine 
grace it is burned out through these fires of 
conviction, “the flesh coming again as the flesh 
of a little child;” ‘*‘where sin abounded, grace 
much more aboundeth.” With the ten thoa- 
cand unpardoned sins of your life, go and tell 
Jesus. You will never get rid of yoursins in 
any other way; and remember that the broad 
invitation which I extend to you will not al- 
ways be extended. 

King Alfred, before modern time pieces were 
invented, used to divide the day into three 
parts, eight hours each, and then had three 
wsx candles. By the time the firat candle had 
buined tothe socket, eight hours had gone, 
and when the second candle had burned tote 
socket, another eight hours had gone, and wh:n 
ali the three candies were gone ont,then the 
day had passed. Oh, that some of us 
4nstead of calculating our days, and nights, 
and years by any earthly time-piece, mighs 
calculate them by the numbers of opporitani- 
ties and mercies which are burning down and 
out, never to be relighted, lest at last we be 
amid the foolish virgins who cried: ‘Oar 
laps have gone out '” 

Again : I commend the behavior of the dis- 
ciples to all who are tempted. I have heard 
men in midlife say they had never been led 
into tempation. If you have not felt tempta- 
ticn it is because you have not tried to do 
right. A man hoppled and handcnaffed, as 
long as he lies quietly, does not test the power 
of the chain: but when he rises up, and with 
determination resolves to snap the 

handcuff or break the hopple, then he finds the 
power ofthe iron. And there are men who 
have been for ten, and twenty, and thirty 
years bound hand and foot by evil habits who 
have never felt the powerof the chain, because 
they have never tried to break it. It is very 
easy to go or down with the stream and with the

end you will find it is a different matter, Ax 
lopg as we go down the current of our avil 
babit we seem to got along quite smoothly: bits 
ifafter awhile we turn around and head the” 
other way, toward Christ, and pardon, and 
heaven. oh, then how we have to lay to the 
cars! You all have your temptation. You 
bave one kind, you another, you anoth or, not 
one person escaping. 

It is all folly for you to say to some one: “‘I 
could not be tempted asyou are.” The lio 
thinks it is so strange that the fish should be 
caught with ahook. The fish thinks it is so 
strange that the lion should be caught with » 
trap. You see some man with acold, phieg- 
matic temperament, and you say: “I supposes 

bat man has not any temptation.” Yes, as 
much as you bave. In his phlegmatic natare 
he has a temptation to isdolence and censor- 
iovsness and over-eating and drinking; a temp- 
tatio: to ignore the great work of life; a temp- 
taticn to lay down an obstacle ia the way of ali 
geod enterprises. The temperament decides 
the sty'es of temptation; but sanguine or lym- 
phatic, you will have temptation. Satan has s 
g1appling-hook just fitted for your soul. A man 
never lives beyond the reach of temptation. 
You ray whin aman getsto be seventy or 
eighty years of age he is safe from all satanic 
assault. You are very much mistaken. A man 
at eighty-five years of sge has as many tempta- 
tiobs #s aman attwenty-five. Taey are only 
different styles of temptation. 

Ack the aged Christian whether he is never 
assaulted of the powers of darkness. If you 
think you have conquered the power of tem pt- 
ation you are very niuch mistaken. 

A wan who wanted a throne pretended he 
was very weak and sickly,and if hewas elevated 
he would scon be gone. He crawled upon his 
crutches to the throne, and having attained it, 
he was strong again. Hesaid; “It was well for 
me while I was looking forthe sceptre of an- 
other that I should stoop, but now that I have 
found it, why should I stoop any longer?” and 
he threw away his cratches and was well 
again, 

_ How illustrative of the power of tempta- 
tion! You think it isa weak and crippled in- 
fluence; but give it a chance, and it will bea 
tyrant in your soul; it will grind you to at- 
¢ms. Noman has finally and forever over- 
come temptation until he has left the world. 
But what are you to do with these tempta- 
tions? Tell everybody about them? Ah, what 
@ silly man you would be! As well mighta 
commander in a fort send word to the enemy 
which gate of the castle is least barred, as for 
you to go and tell what all your frailties are. 
The world will only caricature you, will only 
scoff at you. What then must a man do? 
When the wave strikes him with’ terrific dash 
shajl he have nothing to hold onto? In this 
contest with “the world, the ficsh,and the 
devil,” shalla man have no help, no counsel? 
Our text intimates something differeat. In 
those eyes that wept with the Bethany sisters 
1 see shining hope. In that voice which spake 
until the grave broke and tne widow of Nain 
bad back her lost son, and the sea slept, and 
eorrow stupendous woke upin the arms of 
rapture—in that voice I hear the command 
and the promise: ‘Cast thy burden on the 
Lord, and He will sustain thee.” Why shoald 
you carry your burdens any longer? Oh, you 
weary scul, Christ has bren inthis conflict, 
He says: “My grace sbali be sufficient for you, 
You shall not be tempted above that you are 
able to bear.” Therefore, with all your temp- 
tations, go, as these disciples did, and tell 
Jesus. 

Again: I commend the behavior of the dis- 
ciples to all these who are abused, and slaa- 
dered and persecuted. When Herod put John 
to death the disciples knew that their own 
hesds were not safe. And do you know that 
ENeTT DoRe, Bas BE GTOM:, AB eRS. Ate, RATAIDS 
their teeth they hiss at you, misiaterpret your 
motives and would be glad to see you upset. 
No man gets through life without having « 
pummelling. Some slander comes after you, 
borned and hueked and hoofed,to gore and 
trample you; and what are you to do? I tell 
you plainly, that all whoserve Christ must saf- 
fer persecution. It isthe worst signin the world 
for you to bo able to say: “I haven't au 
enemy in the world.” A woe is pronounced nm 
the Bible against the one of whom everybody 
speaks well. If you are at peace with all the 
world, and everybody likes you and approves 
your work, it is because you are an idler in the 
Lord’s vineyard and are not doing your daty. 
All those who have served Crist, however 
eminent, have been maltreated at some stage of 
their experience. You know it was so in the 
time of George Whitfield, when he stood and 
invited men intothe kingdom of God. What 
did the learned Dr. Johnson say of him? He 
pronounced him a miserable mountebank. 
How was it whea Robert Hall stood and spoke 
as scarcely any uninspired man ever did speak 
of the glories of heaven? And as 
he stood Sabbath after Sabbath preaching 
on these themes his face kindled 
with the glory. John Foster, a Christian man 
said of this man: “Robert Hallis only acting, 
and the smile on his face isa refloxion of his 
own vanity. John Wesley turned all Eagland 
upside down with Christian reform, and yet 
the punsters were after him, and the meanest 
jokes in England were perpetrated about Johu 
Wesley. What is true of the pulpit is true of 
the pew; it is trne of the street, it is true of the 
shep, and the store. All who will live godly 
in Christ Jesus must suffer persecution. 

And I set it down as the very worst sign in 
all your Christian experience if you are, any of 
you, at peace with ali the world. Tae religion 
of Christ is war. It is a challenge to ‘the 
world, the flesh and the devil;” and if you will 
buckle on the whole armor of God, you will 
find a great host disputing your path between 
this and heaven. But wh3t are you to do 
when you are assaulted and slandered and 
abused, as I suppose nearly all of you have 
been in your life? Go out and hunt up the 
sianderei? O, no, silly mau! While you are 
explaining away a fal-ehood in one place, fifty 
people will just have heard of it in other 
places. ay 

I counsel you to another course. Waile you 
are not to omit any opportunity of setting 
yourselves right, I want to tell you this mora- 
ing of one who had the hardest things said 
about Him, whose sobriety was disputed, whose 
mission was scouted, whose companionship 
was denounced, who was pursued as a babe and 
spit upon as a man, who was howled at after 
He was dead. I will have you go unto Him 
with your bruised roul, in seme humble, child- 
prayer, saying: “I see Thy wounds —wounds 
cf head, wounds of feet, wounds of heart. 
Now, look at my wounds, and see what I have 
euffered, ard through what battles [am going; 
and I entreat Thee, by those wounds of Taine. 
sympathise with me.” And He will sympa- 
thise, and He will help. Go and tell Jesus! 

Again: I commend the behavior of the diset- 
ples to all who may have been bereaved. How 
many in garbof mourning! If youcould stand 
at this point where I am standing and look of 
upon this audience, how many signals of sor- 
row you would bebold. God has His own way 
of taking sparta family. We must get ont of 
the way for coming generations. We musi get 
off the stage that others may come on, and for 
this reason there is a long procession reaching 
down al. the time intothe valley of shadows. 

This emigration from time into eternity is 
so vast an enterprise, that we cannot nunder- 
stand it. Eevery boar we hear the clang of 
the gepnuichral gate. The sod must be bro- 
kep> The ground must be ploughel for ret 
urrection harvest. Eternity must be peopled. 
The dust must press our eyelids. Bes: 

“It is appointed unto ali men once to die. 
Thie emigration from time into eternity keeps 
three-fourths of the families of the earth in 
decolstion. The air is rent with furewolls,and 
the black tasselled vehicles of death ramble 
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head ! my head!” and they carry 
die on the Jap of his mother. W 
stands with tragedies of woe struck int) so 
Yor of the cheex. Orphanage cries in vain 
r father and mother, Oh, the grave is cruel! 
With teeth of atone, it clatches for its prey. 
Between the closing gates of the sepalchre, 
our beatts are mangled and crushed. Is 
there sny earthly solace ? None. 
We come to the obseq uies, 
we sit with the grief-stricken, we talk vatheti- 
cally to their soul, but soon the odsequies have 
ed, the carriages have left us at the door, 
the fiiexds who stayed for a few days are 
gone, end the heart sits in desolation listeniog 


for the little feet that will never sgain patter 


through the ball, or looking for the entrance 
of those who will never come agaia, s'ghing 
into the darkness, ever and anon coming across 
some book or garment or little shoe or pictare, 
that arcuses former association, almost killing 
heart. 

ng owe days and nights of suffering that wear 
out the spirit, and expunge the bright lines of 
life, and give the heggardness to the face, and 
draw the ficsh tight Gown over the cheek 
bone, and draw dark lines under the suuken 
eye, and the band js tremulous, and the voice 
is hushy and unceitain, and the grief is wear- 
ing, grindicg, accumulating, exhausting. 

Now, what are such todc? Are they merely 
to lock up into a brazen and unpitying heaven? 
A1e they to walk a blasted heath unfed of 
stiesm, unsheltered by overarching tree? Has 
God turned us out on the barren common to 
die? Ob, ne! ne!no! Hehasnot. He comes 
with sympathy and kindness and_ love. He 
murderstaucs all our grief. He sees the 
height, and the depth, and the length, and the 
breadth of it. Heis the only one that can 
fully sympathize. Goand tell Jesus. Some- 
times when we have trouble we go to our 
friends and we explain it, and they try to 
sympathize; but they do not understand it. 
They cannot understand it. But Christ soos 
all over it, and ajl throughit. He not only 
ecunts the tearsand records the groans, but 
before the tears started, before the groans be- 
gan, Christ raw the inmost hidingplace ot your 
sorro’: avd He takes it, and He weighs it, and 
He meacures it, and He pities it with an all- 
absorbing pity. Boneofour bone. Flesh of 
our flesh. Heart of our heart. Sorrow of our 
s0rTrcw. 

As log as He remembers Lazarus’s grave He 
will stand by you inthe cemetery, As long as 
He remembers His own heart break, He will 
stand by you in the laceration of your affec- 
tious. When He forgets the foot sore way, the 
s'eepless nights, the weary body, the exhaust- 
ed mivd, the awful cross, the solemn grave, 
then He will forget you, but not until then. 

Often when we were in trouble we seat for 
our fiiends; but they were far away, they 
could not get to us. We wrote to them: “Come 
right away,’ or _ telegraphed: “Take 
the next train.’ They came at last, yet 
were # great while in coming, or perhaps 
were too late. Bat Christis always near—be- 
fore you, behind you, within yon. No mother 
ever threw her arms around herchild with 
such warmth and ecstacy of affection as Christ 
bas shown towards you. Close at hand—nearer 
than the staff upen which you loan, nearer 
than the cup you put to your lip, nearer than 
the handkerchief with which you wipe away 
your tears—I preach himan ever-present, all 
sympathizing, compassionate Jesus. How can 
you stay away one moment from Him with 
your griefs? Gonow. Go and tell Jesus. 

It is often that our friends have no power 
to relieve us. They would very much like to 
do it: but they eannot disentangle our finan: 
cts. They cannot core our sicknes3 and raise 
our dind: but glery be to God that He to 
whom tbe disciples went, bas all power in 
heaven and on earth, and atour call he will 
beik cur caismities, and,at just the right 
time, in the presence of an applauding earth 
and a resounding heaven, will raise our dea}, 
He wiildoit. Heis mightier than Herod. 
He is swifter thau the storm, He is grander 
than the sea. Heis vaster than eternity. And 
every sword of Gcd’s omnipotence will leap 
from its scabbard, aud all the resources of ina- 
finity be exhausted, rather than that God’s 
child shall not be delivered when he cries to 
Him for rescue.

The Students Return to College.

Donohan was interviewed yesterday at the 
jail, and his statement is nearly as defective 
as his money was. Here is the gist of his state- 
ment: “lam atraveling optician. I was born 
in Ireland and have traveled all over the 
United States for four years. I haven’t [many 
friends to identify me, asI only have casual 
acquaintances. Mr. William Erskine, of 
Atlanta, knows me well, and will testify 
to my _ integrity. Mr. Moeohaffy, 
engineer of the waterworks in Atlanta, is my 
first cousin. The money I carried to the bank 
was given me by people over the country, pay- 
ing me what they owed. I have just come 
from Watkinsville, Social Circle and other 
places, but did not stay at any of them long 
encugh to become well known. I am an honest 
man, and the courts will so decide.” 

A reliable negro man g2id that 
Donchan slept at his house Thursday night, 
but Donohan said he did not. He is very for- 
getful and seems to remember only what he 
wants to. Donohan is really too shatp to be 
talkative, and too careless for an oxpers vil- 
lian.

In many towns there is no organization of any 
kind to which such letters can be addressed, and 
even in some of those where bureaus of informa- 
tion, whether going under that name or chambers 
of commerce or manufacturers’ associations, have 
beci organized, the fact is not known to th3 coun- 
try, and naturally not much good can be accom- 
plished, Suppose the people of Atlanta would put 
into the bands of the managers of their manu- 
facture rs’ association $10,600 a year, and that would 
be a sinall sum for the work to be done, to be spent 
entirely in advertising. The advantages and in- 
ducements that Atlanta offers to manufacturers 
could then be kept prominently before the coun- 
try, and many people who desire to establish fac 
tories in the south would write for full [informa- 


7 tion; whereasnow, not knowing of any such in- 


stitution authorized to furnish the facts that are 
desired. they look elsewbere. The $10,000 thus 
spent, if judiciously used, would be returaed to 
Atlanta many fold. And what is trne of Atlanta is 
equally true of all other towns and cities in the 
seuth. 

This is good advice, but it does not cover 
the case. When our southern towns get 
ready to advertise themselves they should 
be prepared to show something besides nat- 
ural resources and advantages. Good drain- 
age, good streets and good country roads are 
indispersable. When a town is making 
progress in these matters it can advertise 
itself with some confidence. Odatsiders will 
not come in to build up a town when there 
i3 DO disposition on the part of the citizens 
to build it up themselves. 


Perhaps This Is Genuine Reform 

There is nothing like going to the root of 
an evil. Mere expedients, temporizing de- 
vices and compromigzes are unworthy ofa 
great reform. 

This is the view entertained by Dr. J. 
Harvey Lovell), the great vegetarian apostle 
of Philadelphia, and he seems determined 
to impress it upon the popular mind, 

At a recent meeting Dr. Lovell read a re- 
markably able paper on ‘Vegetarianism as 
the best remedy for intemperance.’’ Some 
of the doctor’s points will surprise the mass 
of prohibitonists, butit is safe to say that the 
matter of vegetarianism will be seriously 
considered, now that it appears to be a nec- 
essary part of true temperance refurm. Dvr, 
Lowell claims that the taste for drink is 
abnormal, and that it comes from the use of 
meat as an article of food. If mea will con- 
fine themselves to vegetables they will feel 
no desire for liqnor. ‘*No man,’ says the 
doctor, ‘‘who eats a pound of maccaroni 
daily will become a drunkard.’’ Beefsteak, 
particalarly, is to be avoided. It is adanger- 
ous stimulant and in many instances leads 
to beastly intoxication. 

‘‘What we want,’’ the doctor says, ‘‘is to 
establish temperance vegetation restaurants 
whére our young men may drop in and treat 
each other to baked beans, rice, lettuce, to- 
matoes, etc.’?’ Itis to be hoped that the 
experiment will be tried. Millions of people 
are panting for just such innocent methods 
of enjoyment. <A few jolly fellows over a 
dish of baked beans would have a glorious 
time, aud invitatluns to step around the cor- 
ner to Bample cucumbers and tomatoes 
would be the order of theday if our young 
men only kuew where to find a purely vege- 
tarian restaurant. 

It will not de to ridicule Dr. Lovell and 
his fellow crusaders. Their ideas are spread- 
ing. The time is coming when the man who 
sticks to the intoxicating beef steak, the 
jim jam sausage and the booze producing 
ham will be regarded by a large body of 
his fellow-citizens as an enemy to the tem- 
perance cause, Stranger things have come 
to pass in our day, and we are not yet at the 
end of our row. 


An Eviction in Treland, 
The evictions of Irish tenants appear to be 
conducted with increasing brutality. Weal- 
thy landlords who can well afford eaay 


terms are in full sympathy with the govern- 


ment plan of coercion, and their agents 
backed up by the police show the tenants no 
mercy. : 

The scenes at an eviction on a large estate 
in Longford, the other day, were affecting in 
the extreme. Three-foutbs of those evic- 
ted did not have means enough to purchase 
a good morsel of food. At one cottage the 
inmates were an old woman of eighty-six, 
her sick daughter and several little childrea. 
The sheriff ordered these people to leave in 
ahurry. Their household goods were thrown 
ont, and the aged woman, supporting her 
sick daughter, tottered off over the fields to 
finda temporary shelter somewhere. 

At one place just as the sheriff was pro- 
ceeding to dispossess a woman and her chil- 
dren, a goat butted the officer and caused 
him to beat a hasty retreat. The laughter of 
the crowd provoked the sheriff to threaten 
violence unless the shouting was stopped. 

Many of these farms are described as being 
utierly worthless, barely yielding a wretch- 
ed support to the miserable tenants. The 
evictions do not result in securing new ten- 
ants, Nobody can be found to take the 
farms in the present state of public senti- 
ment, The course of the landlords is there- 
fore unnecessarily brutal, as there is no 
profit in it, and in fact a positive loss for 
sometime to come. : oe

Indian Corn, 

Inquirer, Greenville, Miss.,: 
corn known to the ancients? 

Some writers assert that maize, or Indian corn, 
was known in the early history of the world to the 
Chinese, founding their theory on drawings of a 
similar grain in ancient Chinese manuscripts. If 
this were true, the culture of the grain was wholly 
lost in later years. There has been much discus- 
sion on the subject, but Alphonse de Candolle, who 
may be regarded as an authority onthe subject, 
in bis valuable work, ‘‘Origin of Cultivated Plants,”’ 
says: ‘“Maizeisof American origin, and was not 
introduced into the old world until after the dis- 
covery of thenew.’’ It was found by the [first ex- 
plorers of the western|hemisphere to be in cultiva- 
tion by the natives, from New England to Chili, 
butitisthcught to have originated in the high- 
lands of Peru and Bolivia, as traces of it have been 
found there in ancient tombs and in geological de- 
posits with the earliest traces of man in that locali- 
ty. As.to the present existing varieties of corn it 
may be noted that the maize plantisafecied ina 
remarkable degree by climate and soil, and a local 
variety can be established at any time by the selec- 
tion and continuous sowing for a few years, of seed 
showing any striking peculiarity. Allithe varieties 
in cultivation in the United States, from the small- 
est kind of popcorn to the enormous specimens of 
maize grown in the western and southern states, 
are of but one species, and owe their differences 
to peculiarities of climate and soil and to contin- 
ued selection in cultivation.

of a German in South 
Americas. 
From the San F:ancisco Call. 


Among the passengers who arrived by the 
steamer San Jose last week from Guatemala was a 
former resident of thiscity who, during the past 
year, has had a yaried and trying experience in 
South America. 

Joseph Eumbach is a German of xbout thirty 
yearsof age. He isa gardener by trade, and has 
worked for some of the best people in this city. 
About ten months ago he sailed from this city 
for Callao, in Peru, thinking to better his fortune. 
Like many others, he had an idea that silver and 
gold were plentifulin South America, and that 
any intelligent foreigner could make money faster 
there than in this country. 

A few daysin Callao and Lima, however, soon 
disabused his mind of this idea, and he was glad 
to accept a place as gardener on the hacienda of a 
Mr. O: begosa, seven days’ ride on muleback into 
the interior of the country, over the Cordillera 
mountains. According to bis letter of instructions, 
which he has with him, he~was to receive $20 a 
month in silver, a houseinthe yard of the haci- 
enda hcuse, bed and bedding and his meals. His 
duties were to look after and improve the flower 
and vegetable gardens attached to the house. 

When he arriy: d at the hacienda, he found that 
it was a barren coffee plantation, and that he was 
expected to work with the Indian laborers in the 
coffee fields. His house consisted of an adobe hut 
of one room, with no windows, and nothing buta 
cot mattress anda pair of of blankets in the way 
of furniture. He stuck to his work for about four 
weeks, hoping his position might be improved, 
bat, finding no likelihcod ofa change, he resolved 
to throw up the situation and try to better himself, 
He went tothe administrator, or manager, and 
told him that he wished toleave. To his surprise 
he foundttat he would not be allowed to do so, 
but that he must remain and work, whether he 
liked it or not. This wason Wednesday. The 
next Monday he packed his clothing in a bag, 
strung it across his shoulders and started to retrace 
of foot the weary journey across the mountains to 
the coast. On the evening of the second day, 
while sitting in the house of an Indian in a village, 
there came a knock atthe door. It was thrown 
open, and in rushed the administrator of the ha- 
cienda, with seven men, allarmed with rifles. at 
his back. Kumbach was seized and taken to the 
jail, where he spentthe next twenty-fuur hours 
The jail was a close, hot place, without windows or 
any other yentilation. Onthe following day he 
was taken back tothe hacienda and forced togo 
to work again. He wastold that hecou!d not get 
away, and he was urged to marry and Indian girl 
and settle down contentediy to work. 

About three weeks after his return he again told 
the administrator thas he wished to leave. and 
was egain refused. That night a Spaniard, who 
was also a laboreron the plantation, came to him 
and warned him thatif he did not comply with 
the wishes of the administrator, he would be put 
in chains and worked like the Indians. Rumbach 
states that the administrator and his chief assist- 
ants were absolute masters of all the men on the 
plantaiion. They tried them for apy infraction of 
the rules, and sentenced them to the chain gang 
und@ a boss, who drove them at their work with 
a whip, which he did not scruple to use on the 
slightest provecation. For more serious offenses 
both imprisopment and whipping were the pun- 
ishments, 

Not relishing the outlook, Rumbach resolved to 
make another attempt to escape from slavery. At 
two o’clock the next morning he climbed over the 
wall of the patio, and again started on atramp to 
the coast. For six days and nights he tramped 
over the mountains, carefully avoiding the only 
beaten road, for he was warned by some friendly 
Indians the first day of his journey that he was 
being pursued He lived on such fruits and ber- 
ries as he could pick,and upon the occasional 
gifts of the Indians, whoguided and assisted him 

in his flight. On the seventh day he reached the 
coast and made his way to Callao and from there 
to Lima. 

He went to the German minister and told his 
story. The minister told him he could do nothing 
for him, and advised him togo back to work. This 
Rumoach deciined to do, but sought work in 
Lima. He finaily secured a place under the mu- 
nicipal government in the public gardens at one 
dolar a day, out of which he had to pay for room 
and meals. In two months he had managed tosave 
enough to pay for a passage by steamer to Panama, 
where he worked forsix weeks and then sailed for 
Honduras. Another short stay here, with labor on 
a coffee plantation gave him the funds to pay his 
fare to San Jose de Guatemala, where he secured 
work in the gardens of the late President Barrios, 
and after that job wascompleted on a coffee planta- 
tion cwned by a Swiss gentleman. In three 
months he had enough to bring him back to San 
Francisco, where he arrived afew days ago, heart- 
ily sick of the Spanish countries and glad to get 
back to a land where a foreigner has some rights 
which the natives respect. 

Peru, be says, is about the worst place in the 
world for a foreigner. He met there many Ameri- 
cans, Germans, french and English, who were 
striving toget away. Many of them were actually 
in a state of starvation. since the war with Cnhili 
money has been scarce. All the work not done by 
the Incians is in the hands of the Chinese and Ital- 
ians, who can live on weges which would simply 
mean slow starvation to any one else 

Rumbach says that there are actually more Chi- 
nese in Lima than native Peruvians. Nearly all 
the business is done by them, and many of them 
are married to white girls. The Chinese keep the 
stores, and charge exorbitantiprices for everything, 
as the paper currency of the couutry is worth only 
sixteen cenis on the dollar, and prices are made 
in accordance with the yalue of the circulating 
medium, only iv an inverse ratio. His advice to 
apy man who has work of any kind in America is 
not to go to Peru with the idea ihat he can better 
his position by doing so. In other Central and 
South American states the condition of things is 
not so bad, but noone without capital hasa fair 
chance to make a living.

cipation of the white man of the south from 
the bondsge of idleness, which is inseparable 
from the ownership of slaves.’ He further 
assumes that the cotton crop of today, though 
30 per cent. larger than before the war, is raised 
on a less screago, which, he claims, is the result 
of a bigher state of cultivation incident to froe 
white labor. Is there an intelligent white 
man inthe south who believes that its aver- 
age agricultural condition now will, in any 
respect, compare favorably with that before the 
war in excellence and thoroughness? “Tho 
fine breeds of cattle are everywhere supplant- 
ing the inferior breeds; the “raw-boned horse, 
the sernb cow and razor-backed hogs are fast 
dissppearing.’ We venture the assertion that 
five counties in Mississippi, in 1860, could hav» 
furnished more fine blooded saddle, harness 
and draft horses than can now be found in the 
entire state. 
ONE SOUTHERN STATE 

could then have shown more tine hogs than 
now exist in the entire cotton belt. While a 
very few farmsin the south are now stocked 
with sma}! herds of fine cattle, yet, under the 


_ old system, thousands of planters had supplied 


themselves with superior cattle for their owa 
use that aggregated more in numbers and 
value than the blooded stock of the same ter- 
ritory at present. With a reckless indifferoncs 
to evidence he swings the sweeping assertion 
that all the manufacturing and minifig enter- 
prises of the south are the direct and exclusive 
fruits of the whiteman’s deliverance from the 
debilitating and benumbing influence of 
slavery. This is entirely gratuitous, as there 
is no sh:dow of proof that the south, left un- 
flisturbed for the last quarter of a century, 
would not have brought all these, and various 


- other interests, to a higher 


PLANE OF DEVELOPMENT 
than they now occupy. The ‘‘cotton sead oil 
mill” is emphasized as one of the specific re- 
Bults of the liberated energies of the new 
south. Admit, for the sake of argument only, 
that the oil mill is the peculiar product of the 
free south—is the fact beyond question that 
its presence among us is an unalloyed blessing? 


Before the evolutionary features of the ‘‘unfet- - 


tered’’ scutheru mind culminated in this “‘sur- 
vival of the fittest,’ the cotton planters re- 
turned their surplus seed to the soil, with a 
reproductive value of 25 cents per bushel; now 
the negro renters and many white farmers sell 
to the mills for 8 or 10 cents per bushel, and 
the only additional return is the oil which 
comes back in the shape of Armour’s lard, for 
which they pay ten cents per pound, He 
would have us believe that the material 
RESOURCES OF THE SOUTH 

have been developed only under free labor, 
and yet as far back as 1828, Mr. Thomas H. 
Benton, himself opposed to slavery, said in the 
United States senate that the south farnished 
the basis of the federal revenues, the value of 
her exports up to that time being $800,000,000; 
that of the north, almost nothing. He farther 
said that four slave states—Virginia, the two 


Carolinas and Georgia—paid three-fourths of: 


the expenses of supporting the government, 
while they received nothing in return in the 
shape of government expenditures. Up to 
the civil war, New England exported next to 
nothing, yet managed to grow rich out of the 
abundant prosperity of the sonth.

Infi- 
delity never reached the first stage of its ger- 
mination in the oldsouth. The crowded 
houses which surge around Rebert G. Inger- 
sol}, from Maine to Kansas, furnish their own 
comment. We would be distinctly understood 
as offering none of these statements in defense 
ofthe moral rightof slavery, cr as regretting 
its abolition; neither would we desire to draw 
aby damaging Or invidious comparisons or 
contrasts between the northern and southern 
citizens of this, ourcommon country. We are 
simply stating the facts of history in rebuttal 
of Professor Tillett’s unjust and unwarranted 
charges. “ 
: THE SOUTHERN PEOPLE 
are addressing theiiselves to living issues 
witb no disposition to revive dead ones, except 
when their antecedents are assailed, withia 
their own borders, by the teachers of their 
children. Now,as to this,intellectual inferiority 
of the old south, the memory of which so 
wrings the compassionate soul of the amiable 
professor. He makes the fatal admission that

the merits and reputation of her authors. And 
yet we announce only what is susceptible of 
dcmonetration, when we unhesitatingly de- 
clare that for nore than 100 years, the grand 
march of the Ainerican intellect has been pro- 
jected from s-uthern’ brains. From the 
early davs of the colonies, two columns of 
physical and ideal forces have moved steadily 
from east to west acros3 tne continent, divided 
msinly by the 38th or 39th line of latitude;

of indigenous necessity; while along the par- 
aliels of the ‘O.d South” bas rolled the deep 
and mz jcstic tide cf national thought, national 
sentiment and national action. 

The south has been the land of ‘‘enterprises 
of great pith and moment,’ rather thau the 
nuisery of scribblers. She has made history 
for others to write and sell. She has carved 
with the sword the pathway of the pen, and 
made America the stronghold of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. The first resolutions declaring 
the right of the colonies to be ‘‘free and inde- 
pendent” were introduced into a southern 
legislature by a southern man. ‘The first reso- 
lutions to the same effect were presented in 
the colonial congress by another southern man, 
and took form and consistence, in the dec- 
Jaration of independence, under the 
matchless genius of still another 
eouthern man.

the proudest nation on the earth. A southern 
man was prime mover of the convention that 
framed the constitution.

Jand frcm the operations of the blockade. 
When the success of the war had esjablished 
its popularity in the free states, a southern min 
formulated the financial policy which extin- 
guished its immense debt in less than twenty 
years.

The on!y approximation to his record was 
that of another southern lawyer, Judah P. 
Benjamin, who went to England af.er the mer- 
idian of life and became the leading jarist in 
that land of great lawyers, having on his docket, 
at one time, half the appeal cases in the kiag- 
dom. Does this orderof men spring from a 
race of ‘‘idlers,” whose aspirations and energies 
have been emasculated by the ‘‘curse of slave- 
ry?”

Efforts Being Made to Get Dr. McBryde to 
Resume His Chair. 


Cottmeta, 8, C., May 8.—[Special.]—The 
beard of trustees of the South Carolina college 
folly realize the importance of retaining Presi- 
dent McBryde in his present relations to the 
institution, if it is possible to do so. Ata 
meeting just held here the board adopted a 
resolution strongly expressive of their estimate 
of the value of Dr. McBryde’s services to 
tLe college, and urging the import- 
ance of h recalling his revent 
resignation. A committee consisting of Ge:- 
eval John Bratton, Ex-Judge A. C. Hasxell, 
ard Colonel J. H. Rice; the present state saper- 
intendent of education, was appointed to wait 
upon Dr. McBryde, to ascertain if any arrang®- 
ment may be made, to the end of retainiag his 
seivices. The gentlemen comprisiog the com- 
mittee are especially devoted friends of the 
college—both individually and officially---aad 
they may be trusted to leave no stone untura- 
ed to avert what everybody admits wil! be a 
eerious loss to the college. pan 

The board likewise had under consideration 
the matter of tuition fees—the rules to be 
applied in determining what young men shall 
be entitled to enjoy the advantages of the col- 
lege, freeofcharge. The extreme opponents 
of free tuition, in the state legislature, induced 
the senate to incorporate in the new 
law provisions which made the 
parents cf a needy youth BWweir 
themselves to be paupers. The house rejected 
this. The compromise finally agreed. upon, 
and forming part of the law now in forces, left 
the regulations to the board of trustees. They 
bave decided that each applicant for free 
echolarships must himeelf certify to his inabil- 
ity , and this certificate must be indorsed by 
his parent or gusrdian, and by either the board 
of county commissioners, the clerk of the cir- 
cuit court, cr the probate judge of the county. 
Uoder these regulations it is expected that the 
Jaw will be enforced in perfect good faith, 
withont subjecting any young man, or his par- 
ents, to anything unpleasant. |

A Big Contract Gvesiuto Court for Settia-

CotumBiA, 8.C., May 8.—[Special.]—For 
seme years past the Columbia hosiery company, 
cou posed of the Messrs. Moulton, of Laconia, 
N.U., have been making stockings with con- 
vict labor in the state penitentiary here. Some 
weeks 2go the Messis.Moulton sold their plant, 
fixtures and appurtenances to Messrs. H. C. 
Markley & Co., also of New Hampshire. There 
was some misunderstanding and both parties 
to the trade rushed into the courts, each bring- 
ing suit against the otber for an aleged breach 
of contiact. Pending litigation, the parties 
came to a setilement, and it was 
pected that the trade would be 
summated: bat they have differed 
again, fand the machinery of the factory ia 
being removed for snipment to Laconia. It is 
said that Messrs. Marhley & Co will introduce 
machinery of their own, and carry on the busi- 
ness under a new coutract with the penitentia- 
ry authorities for convict labor. 

This community feels little interest in the 
matter. There is a feeling against the em ploy- 
ment of convict labor in the class of work done 
ata hosiery mill. The business done at the 
peniteutiary here has scarcely benefited Colum- 
bia in any direction, and itis not regarded as 
in any sense a local enterprise. The gentlemen 
running the business have, of cours’,been mads 
to feel heartily welcome among the citizens of 
Columbia,

The ne- 
gro boy saw the gentleman approaching and 
fearing thathe weuld-ba punished for his 
ccrduct wheeled about and fired 
twice at Mr. Leigh. Both _— bullets 
whistled close by the gentleman’s head.
